THE FAIR 


You may remember Jake Butcher 
good friend Jimmy and Bert 
Lance, chairman the United American 
Bank, and the man who made the 1982 
Knoxville reality. And you 
may even remember the Fair 
that multi-million-dollar extravaganza 
that bore the twin hallmarks Carter- 
years project: questionable ethics and the 
unmistakable stamp the rinky-dink. 
The World’s Fair, Butcher claimed last 
spring, would put Knoxville the map 
(News, May 18). His bank alone, 
estimated, stood pull some 
million fair-related deposits. When the 
fair closed its gates, last fall, Butcher was 
little less optimistic. Still, insisted, 
had been break-even proposition. 

‘Last Monday, Jake bank was 
closed the Tennessee State Banking 
Commission, which ruled that Ten- 
nessee’s second-largest state-chartered 
banking institution was insolvent. The 
bank, which reopened later the week 
under the ownership the First Ten- 
nessee National Corp., was holding 
estimated $50 $60 million worth bad 
loans. And the losses may even 
higher, possibly $85 million. 

.Nobody has been able determine 
how much that bad debt related 
the World’s Fair, but least one 
company that did Fair business 
Property Leasing Management, which 
reportedly had UAB loan totaling the 
millions has filed for bankruptcy. 
certain that not all UAB’s problems 
were fair-related, however. 1982 Fed- 
Insurance Corporation 
audit, released this week, shows that 
UAB had made $29 million loans, 
many them unsecured, relatives 
UAB shareholders and directors. Before 
the state banking commissioners stepped 
in, Butcher had been frantically trying 
arrange the merger UAB with another 
bank.

Krissy’s world, 


How the indictments came down 


Michael Matza and Dave O’Brian 


Plymouth County grand jury last 
Thursday handed indictments 

for manslaughter against Emil St. 
Pierre and Murray Vieno, two former 
Walpole convicts who were arrested last 
month connection with the death 
19-year-old Kristine Lamy. The body 
Lamy, former bartender Benjamin’s, 
Boston, was discovered along the Hull 
shoreline January 10. 


The announcement the indictments 
capped week legal strategizing and 
maneuvering that took place two 
arenas: Hingham District Court and 
closed-door grand-jury hearing room 
Plymouth. Moreover, the manslaughter 
charges clearly demonstrate the efficacy 
the DA’s approach, which was ask 
for extension the district court while 
trying obtain direct indictments from 
the grand jury. (Direct grand-jury indict- 
ments, rather than indictments that come 
almost always give the district attorney 
distinct advantage the subsequent 
trial.) With the grand-jury charges, case 
that has seen hotly contested delays 
seems finally have gathered the 
momentum associated with criminal 
proceeding. 

Some the facts how Krissy Lamy 
came die, reported extensively 
last week’s Phoenix, have been known 
law-enforcement officials for about 
month. Lamy, native Maine who had 
moved Boston about two years ago, 
had been seen leaving cab 
was Murray Vieno, 32, paroled convict 
who had done time Norfolk and 
Walpole prisons for armed robbery and 
assault. Vieno would explain after his 
arrest signed statement that gave 
Hull Detective Walter Bouchie, and 
Lamy went the Jamaica Plain apart- 
ment St. Pierre. St. Pierre, 75, 
legendary career criminal known the 
Saint, was paroled 1979 after some 
years behind bars Massachusetts and 
other states for armed robbery and scores 
other felonies. According Vieno, 
and Lamy had been drinking heavily 
earlier that night. They nodded off the 
old man’s apartment shortly before 
dawn. Vieno said and St. Pierre awoke 
the next morning around a.m. find 
that Lamy had inexplicably died her 
sleep.

has many lives. Senate 
President William 

Bulger, who surely among the 
best politicians Massachusetts, 
may have the full complement 
nine and for Bulger, landing 
feet after fall from grace 
natural it’s almost instinct. 
good politician can see the 
dark; Bulger has seen the Senate 
through some its gloomiest 
moments. became its 
president, fact, time when 
the MBM scandals the late 
had lowered the upper chamber 
its nadir prestige and 
morale, and proceeded lead 
back respectability. Now, 
with the reputation the 
institution again eclipse, 
are again witnessing Bulger 
reborn. 

Perhaps all began with that 
bear hug inauguration day. 
Bulger who probably joined 
most his South Boston 
constituents voting against 
Michael Dukakis last 
primary heartily 
embraced the startled new 
governor just after reading him 
the oath office. With the klieg 
lights blazing, Bulger’s remarks 
about Dukakis fairly shimmered.

Bulger, whose Senate 
maintained only the frostiest 
relations with the last Dukakis 
administration, offers the 
governor several more embraces. 
When Dukakis calls 
emergency meeting discuss the 
problem homeless people 
his first day office, Bulger 
attends. speaks mass 
swearing-in Dukakis staff, and 
poses for photographs with the 
new governor and the visiting 
president Israel. attends 
Dukakis staff retreat Dedham. 
Most recently, February 
Bulger tells astounded local 


press corps Springfield that 


his opinion, much $300 
million new taxes may 
needed balance the first 
Dukakis budget. The 


announcement does much 
shield Dukakis from the 
unpleasant consequences 
opening this discussion himself. 
Bulger, who has always had 
populist streak, makes sure 
shows. testifies before 
special legislative commission 
investigating cutbacks Social 
Security disability insurance. 
attends cocktail party the 
Beacon Hill home liberal 
campaign consultant John 
Marttila, and greets covey 
left-leaning pols quipping 
(quite accurately), “Welcome 
Back Bay-Beacon Hill activists 
called Democrats for Ward Five, 
the state’s quintessentially liberal 
stronghold. “He was 
said someone who 
was there. “He gives great 
constituent service poor 
issues. His record 
funding the Pine Street Inn, for 
example, something the people 
Ward Five know about and 
react And, this 
observer said, more than one 
person told Bulger, really 
appreciate your hugging Mike 
Dukakis.” 

Perhaps the most intriguing 
tale the new Bulger, however, 
was his appointment last month 
10-member special Senate 
committee recommend 
changes the upper house’s 
rules. Here, surely, real break 
with Bulger’s past lives. the 
start each legislative session, 
doomed attempt decentralizing 
the awesome power held 
legislative leaders made both 
the House and the Senate. These 
“rules they are called, 
follow pattern hallowed 
Beacon Hill legend: noisy band 
ineffectual dissidents launches 
rhetorical charge; they are 
tolerated just long enough give 
the democratic process its due; 
then they and their proposals are 
summarily squashed. This time, 
however, Bulger answered the 
biennial challenge his 
authority agreeing consider 
rules reform. Moreover, 
proceeded name committee 
whose majority can honestly 
said bear him particular 
allegiance (there are three 
Republicans and freshman 
Democrat among the 10, and two 
the other Democrats are 
known for their independence). 
Whatever else does this 


session, the new Bulger has 
rewritten the rules-fight legends.

The Massachusetts 
Constitution, written 1790, 
gives each branch the 
legislature the explicit and 
exclusive right govern its own 
operations.

Except for 
the creation new committees 
and other limited adjustments, 
the Senate rules have remained 
pretty much intact since they 
were first put down 
parchment, 1817. 

Patricia McGovern (D- 
Lawrence) the earnest, no- 
nonsense senator appointed 
Bulger chair the reform 
committee, more than little 
cognizant the historic nature 
her task. “The rules and the 
institution will here long after 
played our little she 
said. don’t want rush this 
committee will begin holding 
public hearings the end this 
month; she expects have 
report for the full Senate the 
end March. McGovern intends 
solicit advice from 
parliamentary experts and 
university professors well 
the general public. From her 
initial remarks, seems the 
committee will move cautiously, 
say the least. 
institutional response the need 
for change goes too far. know 
there are those cynics who think 
proved wrong. But those who 
think going radically 
change 200-year-old institution 
will wrong, too.” 

Proposals for rules changes are 
already pouring in. Senator Paul 
Harold (D-Quincy), who not 
the panel but has more than once 
felt the barb temper, 
wants microphone installed 
the rostrum, 

everyone the chamber can 
listen the whispered 
conferences that take place there. 
More substantively, Senator 
George Bachrach (D-Watertown), 
progressive and surprising 
Bulger nominee the 
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committee, has proposed several 
structural changes, any one 
which would diminish 
supremacy. For example, 
Senate president now enjoys 
absolute control over each 
budget allowance, 
senators are beholden their 
president for every wastebasket 
and paper clip, well for their 
staffers’ salaries. Bachrach would 
like see each senator control 
his own budget. This may sound 
like petty place begin 
reforming empire, but real 
legislative power built 
exactly this sort petty 
foundation. 

Another suggested change 
would force the various Senate 
committees which initially 
review the 8000-plus bills filed 
every session release the 
bills for debate the full Senate 
after certain period time. 
Under present rules, many 
hundreds bills never emerge 
from the committees which 
they are referred, and are 
pronounced dead automatically 
when the session ends. This 
proposed change has met with 
mixed reviews from reform 
groups, since much what they 
consider “bad” legislation dies 
the committees every year. 

Perhaps the most controversial 
area all the choice 
committee chairmen. Currently, 
the Senate president holds 
exclusive power over 
chairmanships, which carry with 
them higher salaries and larger 
staffs, well greater influence. 
Bachrach would like see 
chairmen elected their peers, 
either through at-large elections 
steering committee that would 
itself democratically elected. 
But Senator McGovern (whom 
committee 1981, when she was 
freshman) isn’t sure she likes 
the at-large idea. more 
democratic system but not 
sure it’s she may 
fact worse. really want 
campaign among 
colleagues for chairmanship? 
the Machiavellian types 
better that McGovern 
fears that such rules change 
could accomplish just what sets 
out repair: the politicization 
the Senate. But Bachrach thinks 
this particular change 
“essential.” From the point 
view reformers, other 
prerogative the president 
looms large: long Bulger 
retains this power, they maintain, 
only the exceptional senator will 
ever independent enough 
make use other new 
procedures, matter how 
thoroughly reformed they are. 

legislative procedures number 
the thousands, and range from 
the obviously wacky the 
principled and the long-overdue. 
The political question why 
Bulger would open the 
subject, why would encourage 
tinkering the type 
championed the despised 
Globe. Perhaps the answer lies 
Bulger’s obvious distress over the 
beating his cherished Senate took 
the press just before 
Christmas. “He really does care 
about the perception the 
chamber,” said Bachrach, who 
was probably the first person 
broach the delicate subject 
rules changes Bulger. “He 
thinks deserves better.” Bulger 
himself, hallway interview 
last week, said, there’s 
perception the rules need 
the Chronicle interview, said, 
think perceptions are very 
important.

Perhaps result 
this ameliorative view, Bachrach 
says doesn’t credit the 
speculation that the rules 
committee report will “bag 
Said Bachrach: think

Aside from Bulger’s doubt 
sincere concern for the 
reputation and his members’ 
political futures, there more 
than bit genius his decision 
take the reform initiative. After 
all, there’s supposed new 
day dawning the State House, 
and Bulger more than sharp 
enough know what 
about it. The election Michael 
Dukakis was great measure 
mandate clean the place up, 
and Bulger can longer wield 
power the crude style the 
old administration, has 
the style the new. can 
earn place the sanitized 
good and powerful company. (It 
the first time that 
Bulger won plaudits from 
liberals: before his opposition 
busing became the dominant 
image the man, had put 
together outstanding record 
environmental issues.) 
Reform even the appearance 
reform, long it’s not 
sham reform can only 
enhance his détente with 
Dukakis. And further isolates 
the House, whose erratic and 
contentious leader, Tommy 
McGee, has already created rifts 
with the new governor. the 
perpetual battle between House 
and Senate (played out with 
special fervor every year 
budget time, which fast 
approaching), special 
relationship with the executive 
can only help ensure that the 
upper house keeps the upper 
hand. 

Good government and good 
politics are not always the same 
thing but good politician can 
almost always make them 
synonymous. doesn’t take 
Bulger” know that. 
Indeed, was two years ago that 
Bulger, teaming with his 
hand-picked Ways and Means 
Committee chairman, Chester 
Atkins, seized the good- 
government initiative the 
budget debacle 1981.

Palmer 
immediately saw the potential 
the roentgen ray, the precursor 
the X-ray, and helped develop 
instrument for reading brain 
waves that was the prototype for 
today’s electroencephalograph 
(EEG) machines. the 1920s, 
had turned the Palmer School 
into multi-million-dollar 
institution, over which 
presided until his death, 1961.

From the beginning, 
chiropractors have been accused 
quackery, and have even been 
jailed for practicing medicine 
without license. D.D. Palmer 
did time this charge 1906, 
and recently 1949, 
chiropractors were arrested for 
the same reason. Until 1979, the 
American Medical Association 
(AMA) dismissed chiropractic out 
hand “unscientific cult,” 
and any contact with the 
profession physician from 
lecturing chiropractic college 
was Officially condemned 
unethical and considered 
grounds for disciplinary action. 

The medical community claims 
that its distrust chiropractic 
based solely concern for the 
health and safety, and 
regularly points out that there 
little scientific evidence 
support the theories 
and practices. The chiropractic 
community counters that though 
physicians certainly care about 
the health and safety, the 
AMA really more concerned 
with maintaining its control 
the health industry, which 
accounts for about percent 
the gross national product. 

During the past years, the 
medical and chiropractic worlds 
have hurled insults each other 
and sponsored articles and books 
full accusatory purple prose. 
(There are lurid accounts DCs 
misdiagnosing appendicitis 
backache, and equally incendiary 
about MDs doing 
everything their power keep 
DCs away from patients whom 
the DCs would later fully cure 
insanity, diabetes, and host 
other disorders.) And while this 
debate has raged, state 
legislatures have been licensing 
chiropractors, response 
pressure not only from DCs, but 
also from their satisfied patients. 
The first legal recognition came 
1905 Minnesota. 


Massachusetts passed such 
legislation only 1966. And with 
the passage licensing act 
1974, Louisiana became the last 
the states (plus Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands) 
recognize the profession.

Those funds resulted 1975 
conference held the National

This meeting brought 
together scientists and 
clinicians national and 
international repute, including 
basic scientists fields like 
biomechanics, neurology, and 
physiology, well physicians, 
chiropractors, and osteopaths. 
(Osteopathy, which probably 
deserves article unto itself, has 
early history resembling that 
chiropractic, and the two 
disciplines continue share 
emphasis the spine and use 
SMT. But over the vears 
osteopathy has been more less 
absorbed into the medical 
community. For example, 
many states, doctors 
osteopathy have hospital 
privileges, which DCs are rarely 
accorded.) 

Whereas the interdisciplinary 
nature the conference was 
something new, consensus 
was reached about the scientific 
basis chiropractic. The 
summary the 300-page 
monograph that came out the 
conference states, “Specific 
conclusions cannot derived 
from the scientific literature for 
against either the efficacy 
spinal manipulative therapy 
the pathophysiologic 
foundations from which 
derived.” Clearly, what was 
needed was further study. But 
research chiropractic and SMT 
certainly not medical- 
establishment priority; what 
being done spotty and 
proceeding slowly.

Chiropractors disagree among 


themselves what exactly 

they all mean subluxation. But 

they agree that this kind spinal 

abnormality causes pain and 

other bodily disturbances. They 

claim subluxations can 

identified muscle testing, 

palpation, and X-ray, and then 

corrected chiropractic 

adjustment. Further, 

chiropractors generally believe 
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that subluxations cause various 
kinds “nerve interference,” 
which turn cause pain and may 
factors non-musculo- 
skeletal disorders like digestive 
and respiratory problems. 

Medical doctors have charged 
that these subluxations only exist 
the minds chiropractors. 
When physicians examine 
chiropractic X-rays, for example, 
they consistently fail find 
spinal misalignments before 
chiropractic adjustments, any 
visible change afterwards. 
Doctors argue that since about 
two thirds all human illness 
(we get better all 
ourselves given enough time), 
the merely taking credit for 
the body’s natural function. Still, 
years empirical and 
anecdotal evidence that DCs ease 
pain cannot entirely 
dismissed. regarding 
subluxation, the NIH monograph 
summary says only that 
evidence for the chiropractic 
subluxation inferential rather 
than experimental however, 
the evidence this time for 
disqualification the hypothesis 
also inferential. Thus, 
subluxation remains hypothesis 
yet evaluated 
experimentally.” 

The most comprehensive study 
the practice and theory 
chiropractic date was 
undertaken the government 
New Zealand 1978, 
determine whether reimburse 
chiropractors under its national 
health-insurance systems. Like 
the NIH conference, the New 
Zealand Commission Inquiry 
into Chiropractic agreed that “the 
chiropractic concept 
subluxation essentially 
hypothesis.” But the commission 
also concluded that 
“chiropractors are effective 
diagnosing and remedying back 
complaints type that can 
respond spinal manipulative 
therapy.” 

The New Zealand study was 
initially scheduled last for 
two. But the committee 
laymen and women assigned 
the task found they needed 
two years sift through the 
documents and testimony from 
chiropractors, physicians, 
physical therapists, scientists, 
and patients. They not only 
examined evidence New 
Zealand, but also traveled 
Australia, Canada, and the US. 
Their exhaustive inquiries 
included cross-examination 
witnesses attorneys for the 
commission, lawyers for the 
New Zealand medical and 
chiropractic associations, and 
other interested parties like the 
New Zealand Consumer Council. 
The commission watched 
chiropractors perform 
adjustments, and took into 
account anecdotal evidence 
well scientific research. 
critically examined the motives 
and behavior members both 
the medical and chiropractic 
professions. 

After assembling and 
considering its evidence, the New 
Zealand Commission found 
chiropractic “far from 
unscientific cult” and called 
“branch the healing arts 
specializing the correction 
SMT what chiropractors 
identify biomechanical 
disorders the spinal column.’ 
determined that chiropractors 
were trained and educated 
carry out SMT safely, and also 
concluded that chiropractic 
education was sufficient 
enable DCs “determine 
whether there are 
whether the patient should have 
medical care.” 

The ultimate 
recommendation was that 
chiropractors reimbursed 
under the national health system, 
though only for treatment 
musculo-skeletal symptoms and 
not for organic visceral 
disorders. (Although the 
commission described its

ven before the first cus- 
tomer (or guest, 

referred Disney per- 
sonnel) walked through the entry 
checkpoint and past the fountain 
with the sculpted Plexiglas spires 
toward Spaceship Earth, EPCOT 
was television event. The To- 
day Show and CBS Morning 
News both brought live 
previews. The open- 
ing made all the news broadcasts 
and had its own network special. 
Years Herbie and The Black 
Hole may have squandered the 
Disney Studio’s reputation, but 
when comes amusement 
parks, the Disney name still 
magic. 

Unlike the original Disneyland 
its Orlando counterpart, the 
Magic Kingdom Walt Disney 
World (WDW), EPCOT doesn’t 
trade own myths; 
there Sleeping Beauty Cas- 
tle Peter Pan Flight 20,000 
Leagues Under the Sea. EPCOT 
for new audience (or, more 
properly, the old Mouseketeer 
audience) one entranced the 
old fairy tales and fables. 
EPCOT has presented new fairy 
tales and fables, derived from 
more grown-up dreams: the fu- 
ture and the romance other 
lands. 

Disney still the fantasy- 
entertainment business. And the 
company still cagily models its 
attractions 
characters that people are already 
comfortable with. But its inspira- 
tions for EPCOT are decidedly 


more highbrow than those for 
Disneyland and the Magic King- 
dom: Nova and Life Earth, 
rather than Dumbo and Davy 
Crocket. 

EPCOT the name stands for 
Experimental Prototype Com-

When Dis- 
ney died (on December 15, 1966), 
his successors decided that 
would more prudent start 
with something that they knew 
they could succeed at: bigger 
and better Disneyland. 

They continue work the 
EPCOT idea, and evolved into 
the hybrid that opened Octo- 
ber. Future World and World 
Showcase could easily 
separate parts the country, for 
that matter. About all they have 
common the World (there’s 
that word again) Key System, 
sensitive video screens that dis- 
pense seemingly limitless infor- 
mation almost any area, 
exhibit, restaurant, service, 
other point interest pertaining 
EPCOT. Information junkies 
crowd around these screens, jab- 
bing them get more 
schematics the Japan pavilion, 
the lowdown video tours 
Future World, the location 
the rest rooms nearest the ferry 
dock. 

Future World dazzling 
disappointment. Dominated 
Spaceship Earth, 18-foot high 
geodesic sphere that’s the symbol 
successor the 1964 New York 
Fair. 
Listen the Land, Bell Systems’ 
Spaceship Earth, General Motors’ 
Universe Energy. Trouble is,

corporate fantasyland, full 
corporate dreams come true.

Behind the 
hesitation, too, probably lay reluctance 
accept what Germany had the 
diary records plenty righteous wrath 
against Hitler, but also kind pained 
disgust with the German people the 
same Volk that had spoken 
work for giving their dictator rein.

There was 
massive publicity campaign; there were 
orchestrated signings for the trade 
journals, slogans pledges about 
emulating any other lucrative 
traditions. More important, HighRise co- 
founders Mike Lushka and Marc Kreiner 
(the latter has since left the operation) 
violated many cardinal rules 
marketplace; the company filled its roster 
with performers who had enjoyed little 
success (Maxine Nightingale, Sonny 
Charles) were coming off periods 
dismal failure (Tyrone Davis). songs, 
arrangements, bands were tailored 
for youthful tastes; rather than forcing its 
musicians into comprehensiv readily 
recognizable mold Malaco), High- 
Rise allowed each performer luxuries like 
out-of-house production 
even used their own companies). 

But this impudent unknown has reaped 
immediate and immense rewards. 
HighRise currently dominates the black 
pop charts: four singles rising the top 
and all four its albums the top 40. 
And this despite virtual embargo 
airplay the huge media titans urban 
markets. Instead, HighRise has relied 
outlets: black radio stations the South 
and Midwest, favorable notices black 
newspapers, and 
ommendations fans attuned vener- 
able veterans like Tyrone Davis. Perhaps 
what the company’s triumph reflects 
the rise the right ‘80s black pop 
the resurgence constituency indif- 
ferent the glitter crossover and even 
less impressed the obsession with 
youth, electricity, and spewed vocalism 
that pollutes (in the resurgents’ opinion) 
the bulk black pop nowadays. This 
audience buys hard-to-find albums like 
Jerry Ice Hot (on his own 
Fountain label) and singles like William 


“Creme Creme” (on 
HCRC) and the Gene Chandler/Jamie 
Lynn duet the One” (on 
International Records). will for 
occasional club-oriented dance number

HCRC, but inclines ballads rather 
than stompers, messages rather than 
chatter, and melodies rather than jousts. 
This group also turns its nose slick, 
insincere fodder upwardly mobile 
various high-tech menials favor 
singers who reflect the strain lifetime 
champion the culturally dispossessed 
but it’s smart enough avoid the sort 
idiomatic warfare (such hard blues 
anti-club/disco songs) 
progressive modes. 

singles selection have also become High- 
Rise hallmarks. For example, Maxine 
Nightingale, the affable but colorless 
British songstress who 1976 delivered 
disco hit with “Right Back Where 
Started From,” has finally rebounded 
through her serene and evocative High- 
Rise ballad The song 
achieves its easy-going moodiness 
keeping arrangement dynamics and tem- 
shifts minimal, thus 
pressure off Nightingale’s limited phras- 
ing. She duets here with Jimmy Ruffian 
(David Ruffian’s brother), another small- 
time winner, and the two produce 
soothing, occasionally pungent love 
tangle, without resorting hackneved, 
big-ballad histrionics pseudo-sensual 
speeches and promises. Most Night- 
cleanly recorded, simply nuanced songs 
with lyrics that, though hardly romantic 
landmarks, are never phony grating. 
The instrumentation stays understated, 
all short solos, with rhythm tracks 
that might overwhelm Nightingale. She 
not cutting soul singer, but she

harles Darwin noted the 

striking number

With inflation down, investors focus their income

financial experts have 

taken counsel. Investors 
have looked over the alter- 
natives. Media mavens and other

spoken. consensus has been 
reached that 1983, income in. 

The notion that seeking the 
maximum possible income from 
one’s capital was ever not 
fashionable may strike some 
people odd. But that was the 
case for some years during the 
late 1970s. The reason that 
achieving attractive fixed rates 
return (income) usually requires 
tradeoff which investor has 
sacrifice the opportunity 
realize significant appreciation 
(increased value the asset 
ridden economy like the one that 
prevailed this country from the 
late ‘60s until quite recently, there 
was generally more gained 
from appreciation than from im- 
mediate income. 

perfect illustration this can 
seen with investments 
precious metals like gold. the 
super-inflationary economy 
1979 and 1980, such precious 
metals were 
ments put your money into 
because, though ingot gold 
generates income (and even 
costs money store and insure), 
its market price during 
period was going and up. 
Although nobody made penny 
income owning gold during 
these years, some people made 
tidy sum trading the 
appreciation. Meanwhile, bonds, 
which generate steady and 
predictable income, were among 
the worst performers 1979 and 
1980, principally because their 
fixed returns were usually lower 
than the rate inflation. Bond- 
holders were therefore 
unfortunate position .of seeing 


inflation erode invested capital 
investments replenished it. 

This situation, course, has 
changed dramatically late. In- 
flation this country peaked 
13.3 percent 1979, slid tad 
12.4 percent 1980, fell 8.9 
percent 1981, and settled last 
year 3.9 percent. This drop 
went hand hand with the 
worst recession since World War 
recession bad that even 
the national consumption dis- 
tilled alcoholic spirits dropped 
6.5 percent during the last nine 
months 1982 and when 
people can’t even find money for 
booze, sure sign 
cataclysmic economic times. Re- 
gardless the causes the drop 
the inflation rates, however, 
the main consequence 
from point view 
that once again highly 
desirable focus the steady- 
and-fixed returns that come from 
interest, rents, and dividends. 

Concurrent with the fall-off 
inflation are two other factors 
that make 
vestments more attractive than 
they have been for some years: 
the exceptionally high level 
“real” returns these 
investments pay (i.e. the dif- 
ference between the dividend 
rate and the rate inflation); and 
the increasing importance in- 
dividually controlled pension 
plans the national economy. 
With the inflation rate standing 
about 3.9 percent and 10-year 
government notes paying 
rate 10.46 percent, it’s possible 
enjoy “real” returns today 
6.56 percent. Compare this with 
the situation just year ago, 
when inflation was 8.9 percent 
and 10-year government paper 
was paying 12.19 percent. The 
“real” return then was mere
